RAGS TO RICHES 
JAKE THE FIRST STEP

Dear Denise, Here’s my financial situation: I’ve recently 
decreased my credit card debt. I currently have 3 cards with no 
more than $150 combined debt at any one time. I’m still paying off 
my $25,000 student loan which I just consolidated to 3% interest. 
I’ve saved up $6,000 as an emergency fund by moving back in 
with my parents in September of last year. My question is 
relatively simple. Should I just continue to pay off my student 
loans or do I take half of my saved nest egg and deposit it into an 
IRAor some other investment? Signed, Puzzled 
Dear Puzzled, You didn’t mention whether you have a job, but I’ll 
assume you also have "earned incomes 

I believe the market still has considerable risk, but less, 
obviously than when it was much higher. The worst thing which 
can happen is you invest in a Roth IRA and it continues to decline. 
It you’ve missed the deadline to contribute to a Roth IRA for 2002. 
However, by investing $3,000 this year and continuing to do so 
throughout your working years, you would be in better shape 
financially than most individuals. I see no reason to pay off your 
student loans early, if they are at 3%. As for emergency funds, 
work to build your cash reserves to at least 3 to 6 months of your 
expenses. 

"Investing" is not a separate choice from contributing to a Roth 
IRA. Roth IRA's are a flexible way of shielding your investment 
returns from being subject to federal and/or state and local 
income taxes. You can withdraw money from a Roth IRA without a 
penalty (you just cant withdraw the growth). Virtually anyone who 
qualifies for a Roth IRA (with income under $95,000-$110,000 
single) should take full advantage of this excellent tax shelter.

An HIV-positive man was denied admission 
to a Pennsylvania personal care home in 
Lycoming County, on the basis that his 
illness would make staffers "uncomfortable." 
The AIDS Law Project of Pennsylvania, has 
filed a complaint with the State's Department 
of Public Welfare and the federal Civil Rights 
and Equal Opportunity offices last week. 
State and federal agencies will now 
investigate and issue their own findings, 
which could result in fines against the home. 
Under a variety of laws, including the Federal 
Disabilities Act, it is illegal to deny care or 
discriminate against someone because they 
have, or are suspected to have HIV / AIDS

Expectations:" Busted & Otherwise ! 1 

During a March snowstorm my boy and I snowshoed our way to the local 
cinema to see the much hailed The Hours. As any movie fan could tell you this 
multi-oscar nominee was adapted from Michael Cunningham's Pulitzer Prize winning 
novel. Stars Meryl Streep, Nicole Kidman, Julianne Moore and Ed Harris have taken 
home arm loads of awards for their roles. My expectations were, to say the least, HIGH 
Now, I hate when people (guys) say, "it must have been a chick flick, cuz I didn't get it." And 
love all kinds of movies from trashy horror screamers to popcorn action flicks to intense 
dramas to romantic comedies. But I did not enjoy The Hours. It felt more like The Days. Oh 
the story was good and the acting was fine, particularly J. Mo.

Until a good friend 
reminded me that it is impossible to educate everyone in that audience to the same level. 

So the 15 is 
going to be disappointed if our goal is to present a basic learning tool (with some comic 
relief for easy digestion), to maybe start a conversation and have the 2 graduate to a 5 or 6 
by the time they leave the theatre. 

I certainly believe everyone has the right to HIGH expectations, but please don't hold 
others accountableforyouralmostconstantstate of disappointment. 

Now on to Colin Farrell. He is raw. He is a profanity spewing, hard living, chainsmoking 
casual-sex loving guy. And I have loved him since the Fall of 2000 when I first saw him on 
the cover of Interview magazine. My BF met him in NYC and said he's even cuter in person.

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LIBRARY CENSORSHIP? 
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A VFP reader and Allentown Library patron named Kim, called 
VFP because she had tried to access Planet Out on the library’s 
internet computers and had found the site blocked by the library. 

“Anyone who knows Planet Out, knows it is mainly a gay news site, 
with up-to-the -minute reports,” said Kim, “and the strange thing is, I 
was able to access the site at the library just last month.” 

Kim asked VFP to follow up on her concern and she said she 
would try to do so as well. “The next day, I was actually talking to 
the Internet librarian on the phone, when Kim came up to her in 
person at the library,” says Liz, “The librarian was very nice, she 
agreed to access the Planet Out site and show Kim why it was 
blocked, while I stayed on the line. The librarian was mostly 
concerned about the “personals" part of the site." 

After quite a while however, it became clear to the librarian that 
while there is information about Planet Out personals, one cannot 
access them through Planet Out, unless you pay to log on or you go 
through a separate new site (which means you can’t get to the 
personals from the library). So she agreed to unblock the Planet 
Out site. The next day, VFP Editor Trish Sullivan had no trouble 
accessing Planet Out at the library. 

Thanks to Kim for her work on not only recognizing what was 
unnecessary censorship, but helping to remedy the situation!!! And 
thanks to the Atown Library for listening to her and our concerns. 

ARE WE DANCIN6? 

Yes, we are...Here’s what Fabio Urbina of GLOSS says about his 
experience dancing at the Fire Hall: 

“The Allentown Swing Dance Society holds lessons and open 
dances every Tuesday night from 7-10:30pm at the Fearless Fire 
Hall. The price of admission is only $7 and it includes a beginner 
lesson, an intermediate/advanced lesson and open dancing. Even 
though the focus is on the different varieties of swing, the lessons 
and dance also include two-step and Latin (cha cha, salsa and 
merenaue). You do not need a partner to attend. 

The Society is primarily straight, even though there are some gay 
people. It is not unheard of for women to be in the leading role, and 
for people of the same gender to dance together. The people who 
attend seem very friendly. The first night I attended I felt 
comfortable enough to dance with a male friend. 

Sometimes they bring in instructors from New York City who are 
gay themselves, or who participate in a dance program for the 
GLBT community. The instructors are very talented dancers and 
they make learning fun. 

The Society does not have an official policy regarding the 
participation of GLBT people. However, if you would like to learn 
partner dancing this is a great place to do it. I encourage you to give 
it a try. The worst that could happen is you II have to dance with 
someone of the opposite gender. Gasp!

The HR person said she’d get back to her, but 
she hasn’t. Trish says, “I don’t think St. Luke’s gives DP benefits at this time, but 
I’m going to continue to work on an expanded version of this story." Stay tuned.

ONTHE PMMARY^ 

It’s almost time for the Primary Election and I am sure 
glad I don’t live in Bethlehem! This year, both 
Bethlehem and Easton have races for Mayor. In 
Easton, there are some good candidates. Michael 
Fleck is at the top, with Bill Houston next and Phil 
Mittman fair. But in Bethlehem... well, either the candidates can’t be 
bothered to tell constituents their views, or they think it’s a joke. Jim 
Gregory has been particularly foolish. Maybe, I’ll feel differently if 
PA-GALA gets more Bethlehem information, but right now, I 
wouldn’t vote for any of those guys. 

City Council races include Allentown, Bethlehem, and Easton. In 
Allentown, Marty Velasquez, who cosponsored and voted for the 
anti-discrimination amendment, has my vote. As does Melvin 
Riddick who seems like a smart and fair minded guy. I have spoken 
at length with Will Power and though he has a reputation for 
sometimes over the top behavior, he seems like a nice guy who 
believes in equal rights for all people. In Easton, Carol Hefley 
seems like a good candidate. 

On the other hand, in Allentown, I encourage everyone not to vote 
for incumbents Lou Hershman and David Bausch. Neither voted for 
the anti-discrimination ordinance, and both signed the referendum 
petition to remove the ordinance. Hershman even circulated a 
petition himself. Over 30 people removed their names from his copy 
of the petition, when they found out he had misled them into signing. 
Both Hershman and Bausch lied to the media, saying they didn’t 
support the new law because the Boy Scouts were not exempt, 
even though they knew the Boy Scouts were exempt. 

I'll be voting for Miriam Lavandier and Chuck Versaggi for 
Allentown School Board, and Frank Concannon for Controller. 

Perhaps most important this year, are the County Judge races. 
These are ten year terms with additional ten year confirmation 
terms. That means, when one of these people gets elected, they 
stay until they die. In Lehigh County there are two openings. So far, 
Jerry Snyder, and Mary Eidelman seem the best. I’ve noticed that 
Jim Anthony, who feels his biggest selling point is that he was a 
Marine, is being strongly backed by anti-gay activist K.K.Kercher. 
Guilt by association may be unfair, but I won’t be voting for Anthony. 
By the way, every Judge is cross filed. In Northampton County, 
Theresa Hogan looks the best to me. She has worked on many 
second parent adoption and custody cases. This is especially 
important for our community because 95% of GLBT court cases 
involve people fighting for the custody of their own kids. 

There are dozens of other races. PA-GALA is doing its best to 
provide information to everyone on as many races as possible, 
including statewide judge races for which everyone will vote. When 
you get your PA-GALA Candidate guide read it carefully, then go to 
the polls on May 20. and VOTE 
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The Morning Call has just had a field day with Gail 
Hoover. She gave this complete press release 
statement to the Call several days before they took 
her legislation idea and pretended it was their own in 
their editorial. They also never bothered to print her 
statement, and they continued to print questions 
about "the $1600 cash advance," even after the city 
had publicly confirmed she never got one. Here's Gail's Statement: 
From: Allentown City Council member Gail Hoover, April, 17th, 2003 

On Wednesday night (April, 16th, 2003), I was unable to attend the Allentown 
City Council meeting due to a commitment to my Church. I had no intention of 
being discourteous to anyone about any issue at hand. The denomination in 
which I was raised, selects this day before Easter as the most important of 
Church observances. I have attended this important Church service on this day, 
every year of my life. I did so on April 16th. 

I feel that it is important for all elected officials to work for and represent their 
constituents in a pro-active way. I ran for office with this as a priority.l feel that 
much of the recent news stories of my attendance at two training and 
professional development conferences for elected officials has been 
misrepresented in order to make them more sensational in an election year. 
However, I also do not want to be the kind of elected official who refuses to 
acknowledge mistakes or take responsibility for them. 

I attended these conferences to seek pro-active and positive solutions to some 
of the problems of the City of Allentown. Obviously it was necessary for me to 
request support for the trips before hand from the City, in order to attend them. I 
was encouraged to go. If any part of City Government had told me not to attend 
these conferences, I would not have gone. 

It was suggested that I attend the conference on HEITs in San Francisco. A 
REIT (Real Estate Investment Trust) is a company that owns, finances and 
operates income-producing commercial real estate. At this conference various 
REIT companies gave information about their REIT’s to other fund managers 
and cities the size of Allentown and larger, in order to encourage them to invest 
money, like pension funds and city tax surpluses, in REITs. These are 
commercial real estate ventures. I do not deal with commercial real estate in my 


business. There was no possible way for me to benefit personally from going to 
this conference. I attended presentations and workshops. I was there to see 
whether these REIT investments might be good for the City. 

The city’s travel agent made all the arrangements for the trip. I followed the 
travel agent’s itinerary. I had and have no reason to believe that the agent made 
extravagant choices. The trip was extended in order to get the lowest possible 
airfare. 

The news reports have made it sound as though a stretch limo picked me up at 
the airport. It was, in fact, a regular car, available, like hundreds of others to 
business travelers, for convenience to hotels and inner city destinations. I was 
told that this was the most economical and safest way to the hotel. It was $100 
round trip, not each way as the news media has made it sound. While this may 
sound like a lot of money, I was told that a taxi can be even more expensive. Had 
I known that there was a hotel shuttle, I certainly would have taken it. However, I 
did not personally make the arrangements for this trip. 

If City Council members request a report on this conference, on the viability of 
REITS and other information I was able to gather from the trip, I will make the 
information available to them. I will of course, do the same for the other 
conference I attended as well. 

With regard to the conference of the International Network of Gay and Lesbian 
Elected Officials in Puerto Rico, again, I would not have gone on this trip had if not been oked by the city. I take responsibility for upgrading my airline seat. I will 
pay for the up grade, I have already arranged to do so. I have already stated publicly that if the city finds I owe any other amount, I will pay for it. 

I went to this important conference to seek information on how other communities, cities and countries are dealing minority issues in general, and with regard 
to anti-discrimination ordinances, like that of the city of Allentown, in particular. I was seriously concerned by the actions of violence prone hate groups that 
visited Allentown last year, and hoped to gather information and support from other officials on how they have dealt with these issues. In my report to Council I 
will cover this and other issues and concerns discussed in the conference. I am particularly concerned about the violence based racist, anti-Semitic and 
homophobic hate mail that continues to be received by Allentown citizens and City officials.The news media continues to mention a memo with a question from 
Barbara Bigelow about a $1600 “cash" advance to me. The newspaper makes it sound as though the city gave me $1600. That is not the case. I did not receive a 
cash advance for this trip. In reality, this was a memo that contained a question Ms. Bigelow had about the trip. It was not sent to me, but to the President of 
Council. I have been told that her question was fully answered and that the amount she was concerned about was in reality the direct payment for the trip to the 
airline and hotel. I further must state that to date, I have not received any memos or written concerns about these trips from anyone. 

With regard to my real estate brochure in which I mentioned that I am a City Council member. I realize that while I had meant only to indicate my experience, 
people could perceive that to be inappropriate or a conflict of interest. I will remove any reference to my City Council membership. I apologize for any 
misunderstanding about that. 

I strongly agree that the City must be fiscally responsible. I also know that training and professional development conferences for city officials are included in 
the City’s budget because it is important for city officials to try to gather as much information as possible to allow them to deal with a variety of issues in a pro¬ 
active way. In some cases this means that city officials should go to conferences and gatherings of representatives of other cities or of professionals that may be 
giving seminars, presentations or workshops. The city of Allentown cannot exist in a vacuum if it wants to overcome it’s problems. We must seek to learn from 
other successful city programs. I further feel that one of the most serious problems the city has, is the constant criticism by people who seek only to tear down 
rather than to build up. Too many voice negativity without any effort to make positive change. In short, it is vejv easy to criticize. Finding successful solutions is 
the hard part. In the next City Council meeting, I plan to introduce a resolution that requires that all applications for training and professional development by
